A designated area for planting and sowing seeds is 
a valuable addition to a garden, but achieving a space 
that’s both useful and attractive isn’t always easy. 
Select a potting bench that’s lightweight so it can be 
moved with minimal fuss, but large enough to house all 
the essentials. Look for hooks to hang tools, watering 
cans and mugs, and ensure there are plenty of shelves 
to keep plants and tools separate and ordered. Benches 
that feature drawers or a cupboard can be used to store 
waterproof items or small plants that need to be kept in 
the dark. We love this Marks & Spencer potting bench. 


Things to do in June 


FLOWERS If you haven’t already, start 
sowing seeds - it’s not too late for 
calendula and larkspur and it’s the perfect 
time for nigella, marigolds, nasturtium 
and cosmos. Sow biennials, such as sweet 
Williams and wallflowers, so they flower 
next summer, and try to get the kids 
involved in the garden by encouraging 
them to grow their own sunflowers. 


VEGETABLES Plant out courgette, 
tomato, bean and celery seedlings. Start 
harvesting onions, garlic and, towards 
the end of the month, early potatoes. 

It’s also the right month to plant climbing 
beans. Protect carrots from pests such 
as carrot fly, keep beetroot well-watered 
and pinch out the side shoots of chillies 
and peppers to encourage more fruit.

F irst impressions count, and as soon as they walked into this Sixties 
bungalow, Caroline and Richard Dixon felt it was the property for 
them. ‘IVe often heard people talk about getting that 50-second 
feeling when they walk into a house for sale - and that’s exactly 
what we felt on our first visit,’ says Caroline. The basic structure was 
good, and the unusual shape of this building means that the ceiling 
of the living area is asymmetric and vaulted, which gives the room added height, 
and makes it stand out from the average bungalow. 

The couple knew this area of Bury St Edmunds well, having lived here for 
30 years. Recently retired, Richard had been trawling the property websites for his 
next project. ‘Having renovated a number of houses in the past, he decided it was 
time for a challenge,’ says Caroline, who shared her husband’s positive approach. 

‘Richard christened it the ugly bungalow, but he had a vision of what we could 
do with it and thankfully I felt the same way. I knew we’d have to live in the house 
throughout the renovation, though, so it was going to be difficult,’ says Caroline. 

With small, dark rooms and old wallpaper on every wall and even on the ceilings, 
an ancient kitchen and bathroom, floors that had also seen better days, plus an 
overgrown garden, it certainly took imagination to see the potential. ‘Because the 
bungalow needed complete renovation, we decided initially to concentrate on 
the internal work. The house was structurally sound, but virtually everything else ►

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needed major attention/ says Caroline. It had been rewired five years previously but 
the cables had just been run along the surface of the walls in plastic conduits so the 
walls had to be chased out, and the cables embedded. The property also needed to be 
re-plumbed, and a new heating system installed. ‘We put in underfioor heating in the 
en suite as I hate a cold bathroom in the morning,’ she adds. 

With the basics completed, the couple were able to start creating their dream 
home and reconfiguring rooms, to bring the property up to date. ‘Back in the Sixties, 
kitchens were small and separate from the living and dining area, and the garden 
wasn’t considered an entertaining space,’ says Caroline. ‘Even though the garden was 
a jungle, we knew it would play a central role in how we wanted to live.’ 

They decided to take down the wall between the kitchen and dining room to open 
up the space. ‘This idea of open-plan living suits us much better nowadays,’ explains 
Caroline. The dining room had only a small window and no outside access, so they 
replaced it with a wooden bi-fold door to blur the boundaries between the house 
and garden. Caroline says that they had no problem navigating their way through 
building control with these changes. Richard was project managing and kept a tight 
rein on the finances, as well as the building work and the fitting of the new kitchen, 
bathroom, en suite, cloakroom, utility, sliding wardrobes and hardwood fiooring. 

However, the work was not entirely without its challenges. ‘The dust was 
something else. Unless you’ve experienced chasing walls - and fioors too - you have 
no idea how bad it can get. I remember Richard working with goggles on, covered 
in white dust from head to foot,’ says Caroline, who also contributed to some of the 
hard labour. ‘When we came to tackling outside, rotavating the garden, I spent three 
days sieving the soil for stones and moss before we could sow new grass seed.’ With ►

the dirty work finally behind them, they were able to start styling their new home. 
‘Fortunately, we both like the same kind of look - bright, clean and contemporary, 
but not to the exclusion of something with a touch of vintage. I think that’s what 
makes a home yours, otherwise it s just a room set,’ says Caroline. 

With the wall between the dining room and kitchen removed, they decided to 
accentuate the new light and airy feel with plain walls. ‘It’s very striking, especially 
in the kitchen, where we’ve chosen glossy white units,’ says Caroline. ‘It’s all so fresh 
and bright. And with the garden now a much more prominent feature through the 
bi-fold doors, we decided to reflect this springtime feel with plenty of citrus-green 
accessories. It really gives the kitchen some zing.’ 

Caroline also had fun in the living areas, incorporating cushions with dashes of 
red, orange and pink with a matching footstool, which brings the space to life. She 
has also placed two large horizontal mirrors on the back wall of the sitting room to 
reflect light and compensate for the fact the room only has one window. 

‘Over the four years we’ve lived here, we’ve really grown into the house,’ says 
Caroline. ‘When our family come to stay with us, we feel blessed to have this 
wonderful space in which to entertain them. However, after all the dust and 
upheaval, would we do it again? Somehow, I don’t think so.’ GH

H aving friends in Brighton meant that Kathryn Carroll 
was a regular visitor to the city. She’d long admired an 
elegant stucco terrace in the centre of town, built in the 
1840s in Regency style. So when she and husband Rob 
decided to relocate there from London with the family, 
they couldn’t believe their luck when they learned that 
one of the houses in the terrace was for sale. ‘We’d sold 
our home and had weeks to move,’ she says.

: flat, which they decided to redesign. ‘I pored over the floorplans and came up with a 

: solution to make the space work better,’ she says. ‘We moved in on the Saturday and 

: our builders turned up on the Monday. You could say we hit the ground running.’ 

i Kathryn, an interior designer, had taken on large projects in the past. However, the 
: Grade II listed status of her new home made the project problematic. She says: ‘It 

: pretty much dictated the layout and made it essential to retain the existing internal 

: fabric.’ The conservation oflicer also needed to be involved at each stage. ‘I was keen 

: to take the house back to the original design as much as possible, so we were both 

i on the same side,’ says Kathryn. The previous owner hadn’t been as sympathetic to

Rob so he could carry on working during the renovation. To achieve this, she cleverly 
swapped rooms around internally to create a layout that worked better for everyone. 

Once the basement was completed, the rest of the house could be tackled. 

Kathryn again accepted the basic structure, but she modified a couple of rooms, 
including the top fioor, to make a good-sized fourth bedroom. They also moved an en 
suite to create a family bathroom on the first fioor. ‘We reused as much as we could, 
such as the bath, which was in perfectly fine condition. By doing this we could spend 
more of the budget on bigger things like refurbishing the windows and doors.’ 

The main living space is on the ground fioor, with the kitchen at the back facing on 
to the garden. The dining room and the large living room are also on that level, with 
a balcony overlooking the front garden. On the first fioor the main bedroom and a 
dressing room face the street, with a further two bedrooms and a bathroom. Up a 
flight of stairs there is another bedroom and en suite bathroom. 

‘It was a case of stripping back the property to its former glory, but allowing it 
to work as a family home,’ says Kathryn. The tired decoration called for a complete 
makeover, and the building also needed rewiring throughout. Old carpets and 
wallpaper were peeled away, revealing multiple layers, which gave a fascinating 
insight into the different eras the house had gone through. 

The groundwork was to prove time-consuming and costly. Even the Anaglypta 
wallpaper in the hall took three weeks to remove. ‘It was a shame, as some of it was 
vintage, but it had been badly damaged so we couldn’t keep it. ’The floors were also 
in such poor condition that new wooden flooring had to be laid.

together. She was also considering a loft conversion, but with no experience in 
home renovation, she decided to seek professional help, and was happy to come 
across Conley & Co, a company that specialises in residential design and renovation. 
‘When I met Anna and Chris Richmond who run the firm, I could see instantly that 
we shared a similar viewpoint, and they recognised what I was trying to achieve,’ says 
Maree. ‘I showed them images of what I liked and they came up with design ideas 
and solutions based on my initial thoughts.’ 

Maree does stress that living in the house for two years before the changes were 
made was incredibly useful as it gave her an insight into what would work practically. 
‘I didn’t want a typical kitchen extension with sliding doors on to the garden,’ she 
says. ‘I love the industrial look and Crittall-style doors provided the perfect solution 
for the back of the house.’ They not only let in lots of light but have also become a 
stunning feature in their own right. ‘I was also keen to use concrete - I love its 
edginess. Anna and Chris suggested concrete worktops and white kitchen units 
with clean lines and no handles,’ Maree adds. ‘This room is now both practical and 
stylish, which satisfies me on both levels.’ 

Lighting was also an important factor in the kitchen, particularly something 
original and eye-catching to hang over the central island unit. ‘I don’t like the 
obvious,’ explains Maree. ‘I’d seen lots of lights but I was aiming for a certain look 
which I couldn’t quite find. Eventually I stumbled upon some big grey pendants in 
a cafe at an airport and they came closest to what I’d imagined.

for a long time on the internet, I found these wonderful oversized bell lamps by 
Danish designer Normann Copenhagen. They were in such a distinctive shape 
and dense colour that I knew they would work instantly’ 

Another must-have for Maree was wooden flooring in the kitchen. T’d seen the 
Dinesen floor in the Saatchi Gallery and fell in love with the uniqueness of the 
Douglas flr wood,’ she says. Maree discovered that a company called Waxed Floors 
also stocked waxed Douglas flr, so decided on a light wood with a purple hue 
running through it. Tt couldn’t have worked better. Although it was expensive, 
it really is beautiful, and I know it will be worth the initial outlay’ 

Conley & Co was also on hand to open up the property’s loft space, creating 
a luxurious master bedroom suite for the couple complete with sunken bath, walk-in 
shower and a useful dressing room. ‘Sometimes loft conversions can feel a bit small 
and cramped,’ says Maree, ‘but Anna and Chris designed a light-fllled spacious 
room using the same Crittall theme as downstairs.’ 

Instead of a wall to divide the bedroom and bathroom, a glass partition with a 
metal frame opens up the whole room and the double walk-in shower has made use 
of a corridor behind the sink unit which was formerly dead space. Anna and Chris’ 
creative and eflicient use of the layout helped incorporate plenty of smart solutions 
for keeping their belongings hidden away. ‘You can never have enough storage in a 
family home,’ adds Maree. And their suggestion of a dressing room with plenty of 
cupboards, not to mention the stylish leather handles, was the icing on the cake for 
Maree. She also loves having an extra-large bed. ‘It’s so comfortable. The whole 
family can easily spread out in it, which is ideal for lazy Sunday mornings.’ 

Maree adores her meticulously designed home, but her favourite room is the 
kitchen.

W ith their son Dylan growing fast and extended 

family overseas, Jen Taylor and her husband 
Hari thought they would have to move to 
gain the extra bedroom space that they craved. 
Keen to stay in their area of south London, they 
emailed their neighbours in the former Peabody 
housing association block of flats where they 
lived to let them know they were looking for a 
new home. ‘We were next door, but on the ground floor,’ explains Jen. ‘These are 
quality purpose-built flats. The rooms all have good proportions with period features 
and there is a lovely communal garden, so we didn’t want to move too far.’ 

Originally set up in 1862 by philanthropist George Peabody to house London’s 
needy, many of the original Peabody properties built in the late- 19th and early-20th 
century have been sold on the open market to fund further home building. Luckily 
for the couple, a sale had just fallen through on the property they now call home. 

‘We wanted something we could add our own stamp to,’ says Jen. ‘When we viewed 
this place, we realised it hadn’t been touched for decades, so it was completely 
unspoiled. Then we saw the height of the loft: it sealed the deal, as we knew we’d be 
able to extend into it. It has worked out well for us in terms of planning and project 
management, and we were able to buy privately rather than through an agent.’ 

The main challenge was where to site the staircase to the loft, which was to 
become the main bedroom and en-suite bathroom. ‘As it was going to be a bedroom, 
we couldn’t justify the cost of a dormer,’ explains Jen. ‘So we knew we would have to 
strengthen the joists and install Velux windows.’ 

Once they had established where the drain would have to be positioned to connect 
to the existing services, they were able to plan the new layout. Keen to make sure 
the hallway felt light, Hari and Jen chose to make the most of the existing structure

‘We wanted to make a feature of the stairs/ explains Hari, who runs architecture 
practice Bell Phillips. ‘A solid balustrade would have blocked the light which floods 
in and neither of us fancied glass. Plywood offered a cost-effective and elegant 
solution. The staircase also makes it feel more like a maisonette, rather than a flat 
with a loft conversion, and there is plenty of storage underneath.’ 

While still living in their flat next door, Jen and Hari were able to submit their 
planning application and, once granted, oversee the four-month project through 
daily site visits. ‘We would pop in before work to see if the builders had any 
questions and give them a list to check against,’ says Jen. 

Along the hallway, overlooking the communal garden at the back of the property, 
the kitchen was transformed into an open sociable space by knocking down the 
adjoining walls to the dining room. ‘In our last place, the kitchen was so small that 
I would be cooking while everyone else was in the living room,’ recalls Jen. ‘I wanted 
to make this kitchen as big and airy as possible, so it would be the heart of the 
home. Everything happens here now. Dylan can do his homework, and when we 
entertain, friends can sit and chat while we cook.’ 

Although two design heads are often better than one, it can easily become 
difficult for an architect and designer to make decisions together about their own 
home. However, Jen and Hari managed to successfully unite their different ideas. 
Before switching careers to set up Hokolo, her homeware brand, Jen was the project 
architect for a luxury boutique hotel in London’s South Kensington. ‘It was the 
first project where I worked closely with a team of interior designers,’ she says. 

‘The decor was sumptuous and I loved the richness of colour, pattern and texture.’ 

Wanting to inject some character into her own home, Jen opted for a stylish grey 
palette in the living room, hallway and kitchen. She has chosen a paler grey in the 
main bedroom, with one wall picked out in Cole & Son’s iconic Woods wallpaper, ►

filled with light and can take darker shades.’ For much of the fiooring, Jen and 
Hari went for a pale grey Marmoleum not traditionally used in residential 
developments. ‘We wanted a uniform feel without any joins between the rooms,’ 
says Jen. ‘It’s used a lot in commercial developments as it looks like a poured resin 
fioor, but is less expensive. The cost is in the installation as it needs a specialist, but 
it’s easy to clean and things don’t break if children drop them.’ 

The fiat is peppered throughout with vintage mid- century furniture, which Jen, 
a keen eBayer with an eye for a bargain, has managed to pick up at afibrdable prices. 
There is also a close attention to detail in the carefully sourced Berker rotary light 
switches. ‘Both Hari and I love modernist design,’ explains Jen. ‘The clean lines, 
honest materials and workmanship really appeal to us.’ 

Jen has also introduced some Chinese antiques to refiect her Hong Kong 
heritage as well as some quirky touches, such as the unusual ceramic artwork that 
adorns the walls in the hallway. ‘I’ve injected warmth with bold colours,’ she says. 

‘I also like the fantastic mix of old and new and East and West. It means that our 
home refiects all the things that we love.’ GH

Wallpaper is a great way to bring eolour, pattern and texture to 
a decorating scheme. Quick and easy to apply, it allows you to 
tran^orm a room instantly and create an impressive focal point. 
Start by considering the way you use the room you plan to wallpaper. 
If it’s a lesser-used area that doesn’t have to withstand heavy trciffic, 
kids or pets, you could use a delicate fbcked design, a shiny metallic 
foiled paper or even a hand-painted finish. If, however, you need to 
wallpaper a busy room that has to survive the rigours of family Ife, 
look for a tougher vinyl-coated design you can wipe clean. Always seek 
out special moisture-resistant ones for kitchens and bathrooms.

■ EMBOSSED/BLOWN Textured 
wallpaper with a raised pattern that’s 
pressed into the paper, creating a 3D 
effect that adds interest and depth.

Most wallpaper requires the reverse 
to be pasted with wallpaper paste 
before the paper is applied. Always 
follow the manufacturer’s specific 
instructions. It’s a bit more fiddly 
than paste-the-wall types if you’re 
not an experienced paperer. 

SOAK THE PAPER 

(READY-PASTED) 

This type of wallpaper has a thin 
layer of adhesive already applied to 
the reverse. You usually have to 
submerge the paper in water 
temporarily to soften and activate 
it. Many American-made wallpapers 
require this type of application.

Wallpaper is a versatile material and if you think creatively you can 
achieve some impressive effects that will turn a plain scheme into a 
fabulous one. Rather than covering the whole room, you could add 
paper on just one wall to make a stand-out feature, or use 
individual panels to incorporate smaller areas of colour and 
pattern. If your home has sloping ceilings or alcoves, applying 
paper to these areas can emphasise the room’s interesting 
architectural elements. Wallpaper can also make spaces look 
bigger, for example, by choosing stripes to stretch the walls 
and make rooms appear wider or ceilings higher.

■ Two 31cm lengths of 2.5cm wide 
twill tape 

■ Two 40x54cm rectangles cut 
from different oilcloth fabrics 

■ Paperclips 

■ Matching sewing thread 

■ 250g of 100 per cent high-loft 
polyester toy filling 

To create the handle, pin both ends 
of one length of twill tape to the right 
side of one oilcloth rectangle, as shown, 
so that the ends are even with one 
short edge of the oilcloth and are equal 
distances from the long edges. Repeat 
to pin the other length of tape to 
the other short edge of the same 
piece. Stitch 
each handle 
in place 1cm 
from the edge. 

Place the 
other oilcloth 
rectangle on top 
of the first one, with right sides together, 
sandwiching the handles between the 


two layers. 

To avoid damaging 
the fabric, paperclip 
in place around 
the edges, rather 
than pinning. 

Using a Teflon foot 
on your sewing 
machine, and starting 
and finishing at one of the 
shorter sides, stitch a 1cm seam, 
pivoting the fabric at the corners. Leave 
an opening of 15cm between the starting 
and finishing points. Snip off the corners 
of the seam allowances. 

Turn the kneeler right side out 
through the opening. Using a blunt- 
ended tool such as the rounded end 
of a chopstick, carefully push out the 
corners. Take a generous handful of 
filling and gently pull it apart to loosen 
it slightly. Insert it into the cover, starting 
in one of the corners farthest from the 
opening. Gently, but firmly, push the 
filling into the corner. Repeat with 
the other corner farthest from the 
opening, then fill the remaining space 





using small amounts of additional filling 
at a time until it is firm and plump. 

Fold in the seam 
allowances of 
the opening 
and paperclip in 
place, then stitch 
it closed using 
a Teflon foot. \ 




Stylish deckchair cover

To create a neat finish, use bias binding 
along the shorter edges of the canvas 
rectangle. To attach the bias binding,

and sew in place. 

Turn the two 
long lengths 
of the canvas 
rectangle under 


by 1.5cm and press. Pin a length of 
broderie anglaise trim under each 
pressed side so the decorative detail 
projects beyond the hem. Stitch 1cm 
from the edge. For extra strength, 
stitch again 0.5cm from the edge. 

On the right side, pin ricrac over the 
double row of stitching, and hand-sew 
it in place using running stitch. 

Turn under the shorter ends of the 
canvas rectangle by 6cm. Press and 
pin in place. Stitch as close to the 
binding as you can, and then stitch 
again 1cm from each edge, creating a 
double row of 
stitching. This 
creates a tube 
of fabric at each 
end to slide over 
the deckchair’s 
wooden dowels.

panel. Remove pins. 

3 With right sides 
together, pin one 
short edge of a 
gusset end piece to 
one short edge of the gusset back. Stitch 
a 1cm seam, starting and stopping 1cm 
from the ends of the seam. Repeat to 
attach the other gusset end piece to 
the other short edge of the gusset back. 
Finally, join the remaining short edge 
of each gusset end piece to the short 
edges of the gusset front in the same 
way. Press the seams open. Remove pins. 
I Pin the upper edge of the gusset 
■f to the top 
piece, with 
right sides 
together and 
matching the 

corner seams to the corners of the top 
piece. Stitch a 1cm seam around all four 
edges, pivoting the fabric at the corners. 
(The unstitched portions at the ends 
of the gusset seams will open up to 
allow you to do this.) Snip off the seam 
allowances at the corners. Remove pins. 

5 Open the zipper, pin the lower edge 
of the gusset to the bottom piece, and 


stitch together as in step 3. Remove pins, 
then turn the cover right side out and use 
a tool with a blunt, rounded end, such 
as a chopstick to carefully push out 
the corners. Press the cover, insert 
the foam and close the zipper.

These will be 
the top pieces. The fabric between the 
triangles will be the five bottom pieces 
and should each be 82cm wide.

2 Paint the ends of the ribbon with fray- 
stop liquid and leave to dry. Attach 
bias binding (see deckchair project for 
instructions) to the two edges that were 
at the ends of the fabric, which will be 
the inner edges of the two doors. 

3 With right sides together, pin the upper 
edge of each door to the lower edge of 
the same top piece, with the bound edges 
of the doors overlapping each other by 
8cm. Stitch a 1cm seam, press open, then 
bind the seam allowances together. 

I Pin the lower edge of another top piece 
■f to the upper edge of a bottom piece, 
with right sides together and raw edges 
matching. Stitch a 1cm seam, press open, 
and bind the seam allowances together. 
Repeat until you have six panels. 

5 Pin a panel to the door along the 
long edges, with right sides together 
and the bound seam allowances 
matching. Pin one of the long ribbons 
into the pinned seam, 56cm up from 
the lower edge, with half the ribbon 
protruding on the inside and half on 






the outside. Stitch a 1cm seam. 

Repeat to join a panel to the 
other long edge of the door 
panel, inserting the other long ^ 
ribbon into this seam. 

( Join the other long edge 
of one of these two 
panels to the long edge ■ 
of another panel in the 
same way as step 5, but 
omitting the ribbon. Repeat all the way 
around, until all six panels are joined along 
the long edges. Press the seams open. 

7 Fold one of the shorter ribbons in half 
and place the folded end at the bottom 
of one of the side seams, at right angles, 
encasing both seam allowances. Pin in 
place. Pin three more ties, one 54cm 
away from the hem, one where the top 
meets the lower panel, and 
one 10cm from the top. 

( Repeat step 7 for _ ' 

the remaining five , ■ 

seams, and stitch 
each ribbon in place 


along the existing seam line. Bind all 
the seam allowances together. 

Now bind the top raw edge with bias 
binding. Secure a pole in your vice and 
carefully drill a 0.5cm hole 20cm from 
one end. Repeat for the other five. Thread 
string or jute through the holes and tie 
the poles together. Slot them through the 
top of the tent, splay them out, and pull 
the material down over the sides. On the 
inside, tie the ribbons 
around the poles to 
secure the fabric. 

Use the ribbons at 
the front to tie 
the doors open.

A fter gradually refurbishing their north 
London home over the last 12 years, 
Kate and Allon Reich felt it was finally 
time to tackle their narrow kitchen. ‘We 
knew it was going to be the biggest and 
most expensive part of the whole project,’ says Kate, ‘so 
we bided our time and saved up as much as we could.’ 

As many Victorian-terraced houses have an 
unnecessary side alley at the rear of the property, the 
Allons thought the easiest option was to convert this 
into a classic side-return extension. ‘In effect, we turned 
our small, rectangular kitchen into a large, open-plan 
square,’ explains Kate. ‘It has made such a difference 
to the feel of the entire room. ’They also added sliding 
glass doors that lead out to the garden, and a skylight 
was fitted to the side, introducing more natural light. 

‘Because the old kitchen was so small and dark. I’d 
find myself cooking alone, with the family elsewhere,’ 
says Kate. ‘I really wanted to achieve a sense of unity 
with the rest of the ground floor, and I also wanted a 
large dining table where we could all sit together.’ 

Recommendations from friends led Kate and Allon 
to kitchen designer Oliver Peake. They both wanted ►

Tall 
bi-fold doors were 
fitted to the rear 
of the property 
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the design to combine modern and traditional looks, 
with the overall scheme being warm and inviting, not 
sleek and empty. ‘Oliver understood our vision 
immediately. He created a layout that I would never 
have thought of, producing a design that feels both 
modern and homely,’ says Kate. 

Oliver worked on a series of blocks of furniture that 
would appear almost as freestanding items. He used 
sections of open shelving, a glazed-wall cabinet, a 
contemporary dresser, a run of tall cabinets and a modern 
island unit. Different colours and materials, including 
wood, slate and marble, enhance the eclectic look. 

The cabinetry is an elegant mix of bespoke 
Shaker-style and flat-fronted linear units, painted in 
Farrow & Ball’s hardwick white. These are teamed 
with a freestanding island painted in down pipe. 

The worktops are honed Welsh slate, which contrasts 
beautifully with the Carrara marble on the island. 

Given her love of colour and textiles, the space is 
dotted with Kate’s vibrant finds, including cushions, 
chairs and vintage ceramics. ‘Before we built the 
extension, I used to try to make the kitchen feel the 
centre of our home, but we simply couldn’t fit us all 
in it,’ laughs Kate. ‘Now it really is the hub of our 
family life - and a space with our own stamp on it.’

S arah and Iain Lauder’s lovely light-filled 
new kitchen actually started out as a plan 
to convert their attic, but when they invited 
Edinburgh-based architect Matthew 
Johnson into their home for a consultation, 
the intended project took a radically different turn. 

‘When we showed Matthew around the house, he 
asked us why we wanted to develop the loft,’ explains 
Iain. ‘He then put forward the idea that the house 
might benefit from the creation of a more social 
space rather than a private one, particularly as the 
kids are getting older.’ As the Lauders’ house is at the 
end of a terrace, Matthew explained that they could 
extend out the back and to the side, creating a large 
kitchen area and downstairs bathroom. 

After ruminating over this for a few months, the 
couple finally took the plunge. Following a smooth 
path through planning and 12 weeks’ of construction, 
the new extension gave the family an extra 14 square 
metres that stretches out seamlessly into the south- 
facing garden, plus extra width by pushing into the 
building’s eastern boundary wall. In addition to the 
timber- framed bi-fold doors across the rear, a glazed 
roof light runs above the length of the kitchen, 
allowing sunshine to pour into the once-gloomy

space all day. Concealed storage, grey Marmoleum 
flooring and polished concrete worksurfaces 
complement the simple spatial arrangement that 
belies the complex structural work behind the scenes. 

‘In terms of the flnishes we chose, we had to be 
creative within our limited budget,’ explains Iain. 

‘We looked everywhere for inspiration and we 
liked the idea of a neutral space that incorporated 
different textures. When it came to choosing the units 
and cabinetry, we found exactly what we were looking 
for at Ikea. We mixed this with bespoke touches, such 
as the concrete worksurfaces, to create a high-end feel.’ 

A softer covering was added with the rubberised 
Marmoleum flooring, which creates a bouncy 
counterpoint to the sharp-edged white units, 
polished concrete surfaces and stainless-steel handles. 

‘The roof lights also create a lovely effect,’ Iain 
admits. ‘Whether it’s a sunny or grey day, this room is 
lovely, warm and bright. When the sun’s shining, we 
fold the doors right back, which is ideal for barbecues. 
It’s a lovely, seamless space that spills right into the 
heart of the garden,’ says Iain. 

This makeover suits the family’s needs perfectly, as 
they’d always wanted an informal area where they could 
sit and chat together. ‘It’s made our home so much 
more sociable - the kids can sit and do their homework 
while we’re cooking. We’re very happy with it.’

T he Philpotts bought their house in 
April 2007 when they had just two 
children, but as their family expanded, 
the home became increasingly cramped. 
‘The downstairs space wasn’t working,’ 
Bev explains. ‘The tiny galley kitchen led to a 
conservatory which should have been our dining area, 
but it was too cold in winter and too hot in summer. 
The dining table ended up in our living area and we 
were all squashed into one space. ’The couple came 
to the conclusion that they needed to extend both 
upstairs and downstairs to create more room. 

‘Downstairs, our goal was to create an easy-to-clean, 
minimalist kitchen-diner with maximum storage that 
we could change with colour and accessories over 
time,’ says Bev. ‘To do this, we decided to knock 
down the conservatory and extend the kitchen over 
its footprint and out to the side of the house by 
removing the external wall. It was a huge project that 
spanned nearly a whole summer.’ 

Because of the escalating costs of the building 
work, furnishing the kitchen had to be done on a 
tight budget. The Philpotts used their existing fridge- 
freezer and washing machine and bought everything 
else they needed from Ikea and CDA. ‘This meant we ►

had budget to spare to spend on good flooring and 
worktops. ‘We needed a large worktop, so we chose 
solid oak because it was good value and could be joined 
seamlessly to create the large peninsula,’ explains Bev. 

Choosing the floor was a challenge. ‘We didn’t want 
anything that would show dirt or need maintaining,’ 
says Bev. ‘Luckily when we were looking online, 
we came across cork and loved the look, plus it ticked 
all our practicality boxes.’ 

Initially, the walls were painted white and then 
the Philpotts took their time to decide how to add 
personality to the space. The end wall was the perfect 
place to start. ‘The minty green works well with the 
orange tone of the floor,’ says Bev. ‘It gives the room 
a holiday feel.’ With no funds left for splashbacks, 
the walls were stencilled to add some pattern. ‘It has 
transformed the space,’ smiles Bev. 

The new kitchen has completely changed the 
Philpott family’s life. ‘We live in here all year round,’ 
says Bev, ‘and there’s plenty of room for all six of us 
to be together doing our own thing.’

T he microwave oven used to be a 
major investment for the kitchen 
until relatively recently, with 
even the most basic models 
costing hundreds of pounds. Thankfully, as 
technology has improved, prices have 
tumbled: a high-quality design is now 
within practically everybody’s reach. 

The basic microwave design has evolved 
into a multifunction second oven that can 
grill, oven cook and steam. Gone are the days 
of just using one to reheat soup: with the 
latest hi-tech combination models, you can 
roast a chicken in 35 minutes, cook a 
perfectly crisp pizza and rustle up a risotto.

W hen Caroline Bond bought 

her four-bedroom house near 
a beach in West Sussex, the 
previous owners had started 
to revamp the bathroom. 

However, it was a plain and uninspiring scheme with 
wood panelling and lots of tiling. Caroline decided to 
rip it all out and start again. ‘I find tiles on bathroom 
walls quite cold and clinical and wanted to create a 
room that refiected the stunning scenery outside,’ 
she explains. With this in mind, she asked local 
artist Hettie Pittman, from whom she had bought a 
number of paintings in the past, whether she would 
be interested in painting the walls of the bathroom. 
‘Hettie agreed at once and we decided that the best 
method would be to use oil paints as they would be 
relatively moisture-resistant in a bathroom,’ she says. 
Buying tiles and employing a professional tiler can be 
a major cost, so Caroline realised that spending money 
on an artist wouldn’t be that much more expensive. 

Once the room had been stripped to a bare shell, 
Hettie set to work painting all the walls, as well as 
the sloping ceiling of the bathroom with a mural 
depicting a coastal scene with seagulls and birds. ‘The 
soft muted colours mean that the whole effect isn’t 
too dominant, yet it looks interesting,’ says Caroline. 
The process took about a week and the result is quite 
stunning. Meanwhile, Caroline set about looking for ►

The sloping ceilings in the bathroom meant that it 
would be difficult to incorporate a shower as well as a 
bath, so Caroline opted for a luxurious freestanding bath 
with shower attachment. The silver-and-grey theme 
is picked out in the glass mirror and chest of drawers, 
while a practical ladder-style towel rail completes the 
look. Rather than use a white gloss on the bathroom 
door, Caroline found a metal-effect paint in pewter, 
which further complements the silvery theme. 

Caroline added her vast collection of seaside objects, 
which included carved wooden seagulls, boats and 
fish, to create the finished effect. Tt really has brought 
the wonderful Sussex coastline inside - 1 just adore 
spending time in this gorgeous bathroom.’

L oft extensions sound simple, but achieving 
decent head height and a good sense of 
space is always a challenge, and in the case 
of the Shaw-Jacksons, it required the 
expertise of an architect. 

‘We were in a two-bedroom house with one child 
and another on the way, so we desperately needed an 
extra bedroom,’ explains Phil, who had a list of demands 
that made things more tricky. ‘We wanted the bedroom 
to be at the back so we could have a view of the garden, 
and a separate walk-in wardrobe. We also had plans for 
a bathroom, not a shower room, and our aim was to 
retain the existing loft storage,’ he says. ‘And all of this 
had to fit within 35sqm.’ 

Phil originally sketched some plans himself, but only 
realised the potential of the space when he hired 
architect Ed McCann, whose masterstroke was to 
design a compact staircase that arrives in the middle 
of the loft, rather than at the side. 

‘A regular-size staircase would have arrived where we 
wanted the bedroom, which wouldn’t have worked, so 
Ed’s design completely transformed what we could do, 
because it allowed us to arrange the bedroom, bathroom, 
walk-in wardrobe and storage around a central landing,’ 
says Phil. Wide openings and sliding doors create an 


easy fiow between the rooms, and a roof light and 
internal window make it feel brighter and more 
expansive. ‘We can open up everything or close it down 
when necessary, so one of us can use the bathroom and 
walk-in wardrobe while the other sleeps.’ 

The new space is constructed on a fiat section of 
roof at the back of the house and extends back from a 
pitched-roof at the front, where the original loft is. It 
was built within permitted development rights, but 
they had to dig out old Ordnance Survey maps to 
satisfy the authorities, however. 

The work was finished within eight months, 
although it was originally scheduled to take five. ‘It 
started badly and went downhill,’ says architect Ed. 
‘The builder had a heart attack on the first day, and 
while he was OK, his company turned out not to be. 

It didn’t keep up with the schedule so we had to 
re-tender halfway through.’ New firm Belleville 
Developments then completed the project in a speedy 
three months, and amazingly, Phil and Tara, who was 
pregnant at the time, stayed there throughout. 

‘At one point we barely had a roof and things were 
flapping in the wind, but it was worth it in the end,’ 
says Phil. ‘Without the skills of an architect, we simply 
wouldn’t have ended up with something as great.’

W ith its small windows and 
a cluttered route to the 
garden, Andrew Budge n 
and Lorna Smiths home 
did little to celebrate its best 
feature: fantastic uninterrupted views of parkland at 
the back of their Victorian terraced house. 

Trom inside we had little sense of this tranquil 
setting,’ explains Andrew. ‘The kitchen was too small 
and had an awkward U-shaped layout, so we never 
spent time there. Getting outside involved pushing the 
dining table against the wall to squeeze past, so we 
wanted to open up the whole space,’ 

For the extension project, walls on the ground 
floor were knocked through and the space was 
extended to create one large, open-plan, kitchen -diner. 
Bi-fold doors were added across the entire width of 
the back wall, which open on to a new raised terrace. 
‘The garden is significantly lower than the house, so 
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bringing a terrace up to the same level is one of the 
best things we did/ says Andrew. 

Rather than adding just one storey, Andrew and 
Lorna also overhauled the rest of the house, replacing 
a brick section that previously jutted out the back with 
two new storeys. The first fioor now houses a bathroom 
and separate shower room, and the second fioor is 
home to a study with ladder access to a new terrace on 
the roof of the ground-fioor extension. 

Windows in the existing bedrooms were also 
replaced with French doors; the second-fioor opens 
on to a Juliet balcony and the first-fioor leads out to 
the new terrace. Tt s like living in a different house 
because we have so many places to enjoy the view,’

says Andrew. Tor us, it was always about adding a 
greater variety of areas, rather than just adding more 
space. Some are quiet and enclosed, like the study, and 
some are wide and open, such as the kitchen- diner.’ 

To get this balance right, the couple lived in the 
house for a year before Andrew, who is a director at 
London-based architecture practice Spacelab, drew up 
a design for the contemporary three-storey addition. 

The couple then submitted their planning application 
to the local council, which was granted without any 
objection - quite a feat considering the size of the 
extension, and the fact that it’s in a conservation area. 

Andrew and Lorna also had to get a party wall 
agreement with a neighbour on one side, but this 
was done by working with them directly rather than 
going through a surveyor. ‘We know our neighbours 
well, and we kept them informed about every aspect of 
what we were doing,’ explains Andrew. 

Construction took four-and-a-half months: the 
couple lived in rented accommodation for the first 
three, moving back while the interior was being 
finished. The refurbishment of the rest of the house 
included a new boiler, underfloor heating and 
upgraded lighting. They saved money on professional 
fees as Andrew was the architect, and they installed 
an off-the-shelf kitchen design from Howdens. 

‘Prioritising money on creating these large, open 
spaces with lots of glazing has made such a difference. 
We’re in the kitchen-diner so much more now,’ says 
Andrew. ‘And when we’re not there, we have a great 
living space to retire to, or a study to work in, or a 
roof terrace to enjoy the views. It really has given us 
the best of many worlds.’

E ating and entertaining outdoors is 
one of summer s great pleasures, so 
the answer is to buy wisely and 
choose a table and chairs that fit 
your space, has the required number of seats, 
and doesn’t have to be packed away every 
evening if there’s a chance of rain.

SUPER SALADS

Chargrilled halloumi, courgette & mint salad 

Pomegranate molasses, a popular ingredient in Middle Eastern cooking, lend a tangy, 
sweet-sour flavour to the dressing for this main meal salad. They also make a useful base 
for a marinade and go particularly well with bean, poultry, meat and vegetable dishes 


SERVES 4 
125g rocket leaves 
600g canned chickpeas, 
drained and rinsed 
1 small red onion, sliced 

1 courgette, coarsely grated 

400g halloumi, patted dry and sliced 
Seeds from y 2 pomegranate 
4 tbsp freshly chopped mint leaves 

POMEGRANATE MOLASSES DRESSING 
4 tbsp extra virgin olive oil, 
plus extra for brushing 

2 tbsp pomegranate molasses 

1 tsp freshly squeezed lemon juice 
D tsp caster sugar 
Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 


Mix together all the ingredients 
for the dressing and season with 
salt and pepper. 

Divide the rocket, chickpeas, red 
onion and courgette between four 
serving plates. Spoon enough of the 
dressing over the salad to lightly coat 
it and then toss gently until all of the 
ingredients are combined. 

Place a large, ridged griddle pan over 
a high heat. Brush the halloumi slices 
with a little extra olive oil. Reduce the 
heat slightly and griddle the halloumi for 
2 minutes on each side or until partially 
blackened in places and softened. 

Serve the halloumi on top of the 
salad, garnished with the 
pomegranate seeds and mint.

DRESSING 

4 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
Finely grated zest and freshly 
squeezed juice of 2 lemons 
D tsp dried chilli flakes 
1 tsp coriander seeds, 
toasted and ground 
Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

I Put the giant couscous in a pan and 
cover with water, stir in the turmeric 
and some salt, and bring to the boil. 
Reduce the heat and simmer, covered, 
for 6-8 minutes or until tender. Drain 
and transfer to a serving bowl. 

2 Mix together all the ingredients for 
the dressing and season. 

3 Add the carrots, courgette, onion, red 
pepper, berberries and herbs to the 
giant couscous and pour the dressing 
over. Toss until combined and serve 
topped with crumbled feta cheese. 


Chilli prawns with avocado dressing 

Avocado makes a delicious dressing when blended with lime, coriander and 
fromage frais. If the dressing seems too thick for spooning, loosen with a spoonful 
or two of water. You can also use cooked frozen garden peas refreshed in water 



I To make the avocado dressing, 
put all the ingredients in a blender 
and process until smooth and 
creamy. Add a little water to loosen, 
if needed, and season well. 

Z Arrange the lettuce leaves on a 
large serving plate, top with the 
red pepper, sugar snap peas, spring 
onions, peas and king prawns. Spoon 
the avocado dressing on top before 
sprinkling with the sliced chilli and 
extra coriander, if you like. 


SERVES 4 

4 handfuls of torn Little Gem lettuce 
1 red pepper, seeded and thinly sliced 
50g sugar snap peas, sliced diagonally

300g canned drained haricot beans 
200g cherry tomatoes, halved 

1 banana shallot, thinly sliced 

2 handfuls of basil leaves, torn 
2 handfuls of coriander leaves 

Pitta bread, toasted and torn into pieces 

CHILLI DRESSING 

5 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 

Freshly squeezed juice of lD-2 limes 

2 Peppadew chillies in vinegar, drained 

and finely chopped 

D tsp dried chilli flakes 

Sea salt and ground black pepper 

I Put the chicken breasts between 
2 sheets of clingfilm and flatten with 


a meat tenderiser until they are an 
even thickness, about 1.5cm. Mix 
together the paprika with 1 tbsp of oil 
in a large shallow dish. Season, add 
the chicken and spoon the marinade 
over the top until evenly coated. 

Z Place a griddle pan over a high heat. 

Turn down slightly and chargrill the 
chicken in two batches for 7-10 minutes, 
turning twice, until cooked through and 
blackened in places. Leave to rest and 
cool for 5 minutes, then slice into strips. 

3 Meanwhile, to make the dressing, mix 
all the ingredients together in a bowl. 
Taste and add the extra lime juice, if 
needed. Season and set aside. 

I Put the pepper, beans, tomatoes, 

4 shallot and half the herbs in a large, 
shallow bowl. Spoon over half of the 
dressing and toss. Top the salad with the 
chicken, remaining herbs and crisp pitta 
and spoon over the rest of the dressing.
